Thy communicant mcmbeis-on 
their various missions now number 120,000, 
white 100,000 cliifdr.ru were attending Mis- 
sionary iScnoOis. Our Mi>siens were emphati- 
cally hetno Missions j the opeintimis of ihe 
Socioty being confined lb caslein and weslc-in 
Canada; Ihe Iludsoi^s Bay territory, and re- 
cenlly lo Vancouvie. This Society was a 
Branch of Ihe British Wo'cyan Society at 
home, and was formed pi Colour g in I82G. 
The Conference that year was held at that 
place, and God had been pouring out Ins spirit 
upon Ihe tribe of Indians about Price Lake.— 
This gave rUe.to the Missionary cainn here j 
but the people were poor, and only $500 was 
raised to support the woik in 1^27; but we 
had gone on and ihe fund fast year increased 
to £13,459, This large amount is distribut* 
ed by a Committee, consisting of an equal 
number of Ministers ond Laymen. We 
have twenty* six single Missions —two of lit so 
have indus'iial schools connected Iherewiib. 
The members or communicants on their Mis- 
rioris now number 1,200, and by stali^lici 
kept by ihe late . Pvter Joaes, upwards of 1,- 
000 of ihe Indian population bad died hap- 
py in the Lord, Those were some of the 
fruits of Ibis Imlituiion. (Hear, hear.) If 
one siul was considered so valuable that it 
outweighed every oilier consideration, who 
could cMimale ihe value of 1,000 ransomed 
from bigotry, iJotalry,nnd superstition 1 They 
also lad 120 Domestic Missionaries. ; ihesc 
were among destitute t el iters wiiere the pec- 
ple wire unable v lo suppoit puaihcrs. Tie 
Uev. gentleman then inidu a !vw remarks 
about (he hardships, Irish, anddiflicullits those 
Missionaries had to endure, and of the pros- 
pect of Ihe future,

Rev. Mr- Polls was. next called upon, but 
ipoke very briefly ; and satd as there were 
gentlemen from a distance present so ablr 
qualified Co etileilain the audience whom they 

were not privileged often lo hear, he would 
give way.

Uev. Mr. Saunders was next introduced to 
iho meeting.
